“The so-called safeguarding clause 
will provide that if the requirements 
of national security of any of the 
three powers is, in the opinion of that 
power, materially affected by new con- 
struction by any other nation, that 
power will notify the otner two of the 
amount and kind of building it re- 
uires. 

“Thereupon those other two powers 

shall be entitled to make a propor- 
tional increase in the same category 
or categories. 

“While it is hoped that no situation 
will arise in which any of the three 
powers may find it necessary to in- 
crease its tonnage of auxiliary vessels, 
prudence calls for provision for such 
a contingency. If a real emergency 
should arise I should want the United 
States to be free to act without the 
consent of the others and of course 
we must concede the same right to 
them,” 

The safeguarding clause was writ- 
ten at England's request, to protect 
her from the possibility that the com- 
bined navies of France and _ Italy 
might some day exceed her strictly 
limited fleet. When the total tonnage 
of France and Italy threatens to ex- 
ceed Britain's, London’ will notify 
Washington and Tokio of an intention 
to build.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—-(UN) 
Plans for a $1,000,000 campaign by

President H. H. Curran, of the or- 
ganization, explained to the committee 
that he believed three out of four 
Americans were “wet,” whereas three 
out of four congressmen were “dry,” 
and the object of the great campaign 
was to show through a series of state 
referendums, starting in Massachu- 
setts, that congress ought to take ac- 
tion to repeal the amendment. 

Participation by Curran’s aasocia- 


tion in 70 congressional contests in 
13 states in 1928 was disclosed later 
in a memorandum found by the com- 
mittee in the organization's files. 
The memorandum showed $19,000 
was spent, and 25,000 letters sent 
out by the association, in connection 
with campaigns in Pennsylvania, Ver- 
mont, Washington, New ‘York, New 
Jersey, Iowa, Michigan, Minnesota, 
New Hampshire, Colorado, Indiana, 
and Illinois, 

‘The three dry members of the com- 
mittee present subjected Curran to a 
raking fire of criticism, and he re- 
plied in kind, 
Caraway, who said Curran “didn’t 
know anything,” that he thought he 
would “compare favorably” with the 
committee chairman. 

Another dry, Robinson, republican, 
Indiana, brought out from Curran’s 
tiles a novel method of soliciting funds. 
In a letter Curran explained that 
Chairman John J. Raskob, of the 


democratic national committee, one of 


the wet body’s directors, would sign 
letters asking democrats for campaign 
chest contributions, while Lammot 
du Pont, a prominent republican, 
would sign the letters to republican 
wets. 

The million-dollar. campaign for 
1930 was disclosed in a letter Curran 
wrote: to Percy 8. Straus. Curran 
objected that the committee had no 
right to read his private letters, 

Curran was also attacked by Sena- 
tor Walsh, Montana, another dfy, who 
expressed impatience with Curran’s 
replies, saying his testimony was 
“eompletely worthless.” Curran tes- 
tified later that his organization con- 
tributed $10,000 in the 1928 Montana 
liquor referendum, “ which the wets 
won. : 

Pressed as to his comment yester- 
day about “open revolt” against pro- 
hibition, Curran said New York, 
Maryland, Wisconsin, Montana and 
Nevada are in such revolts.’ 


Committee members demanded to 
know why his propaganda pamphlets 
did not list good as well as bad ef- 
tects of the dry laws. 

“I don’t know of any beneficial ef- 
fects,” he replied. 

He denied again that his organiza- 
tion did any lobbying in Washington, 
but said that representatives © were 
sometimes sent to state capitals to 
inquire into prohibition legislation. 

“It would be foolish to lobby in 
Washington.” 

Repeatedly he pointed to the Anti- 


' Saloon league and the Methodist board

Georgia’s Resources Praised. 

In. emphatic manner, 

Hardman reviewed Georgia’s resources 
and possibilities, compared it to other 
neighboring states and declared that 
the present deficit at bottom was but 
little to the indebtedness of others. 
Only an ineome which has been al- 
lowed to flag behind appropriations 
which could searcely be curtailed is 
responsible for present conditions, he 
maintained. 

“In the first place,” the governor 
said, “Georgia has almost 60,000 
square miles, 3,500,000 population, 
wealth of $5,000,000,000 and a tax 
valuation of $1,250,000,00. The state 
owns property valued at $48,000,000, 
of which $30,000,000 is revenue-bear- 
ing—-about $571,000 annually. 

“What's the matter with Georgia. 
If Georgia were to sell one-half of 
her revenne-bearing property she still 
could. retire all of her indebtedness 
and have an ineome of $250,000 a 
year. Where is there another southern 
state so favorably situated? Why is 
it not true that Georgia is not then 
in a wonderful financial condition?” 

In 1927, the governor continued, 
the assembly appropriated more than 
$13,000,000, while revenue was less 
than $10,000,000. In 1929, the legis- 
lature also exceeded its appropriation. 

“T do not believe our appropria- 
tions have been excessive, the gov- 
ernor said, “but I do know that the 
income is too small.” 

He deplored the possibility of releas- 
ing 2,000 inmates of the state sani- 
tarinm, declaring, “I can’t stand for 
that.” adding that conditions at Grace- 
wood and Alto were hardly better. 
The governor said he has held con- 
ferences with officials, whose spirit 
he described as “magnificent,” but 
opinion was that curtailments were 
not possible. 

Borrowing Limit Exhausted. 

The governor reviewed figures show- 
ing the amount of money ldst through 
interest charges. An average of 7 
per cent is being paid on all indebted- 
ness ineurred by the state’s deficit, 
he said, adding that he has exhausted 
his borrowing limit.

ADMITTED REWARD PLOT 


Texas Barber Says Killing of . 


Pair in Robbery Was 
Frame-Up. 


_ FT. WORTH, Texas, April 17.— 
(?)—The district attorney’s office to- 
day ahnounced that A. P. Boyt, a 
barber, had confessed that the slaying 
of two negroés who attempted to 
rob the First State Bank of Poly- 
technic, a suburb, last Thursday, was 
framed by four white men in a plot 
to collect a reward. 

The plan was to have the negroes 
hold up the bank and slay them on 
the scene for a reward of $5,000 of- 
fered by the Texas Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation for each slain bank robber. 
The association, however, announced 
it would not pay the amount for the 
slayings here-as the Polytechnic bank 
did not contribute to the reward 
fund. 

Boyt made his confession § after 
charges of murder were filed: agaiust 
him and John Alsup, former police- 
man, The’ negroes, Will Tate and 
George. Terrell, were slain by. Alsup, 


who told officers he had an advanee |

on the robbery. The 
cashier of the bank was 
seriously in the exchange 
as the robbers fled. 

Boyt told county authorities he 
met the “ring leader” about three 
weeks before the shootings and dis- 
cussed the plans. He said that he 
and a companion later wanted to with- 
draw but the “ring leader” called 
them “a couple of kill-joys.” 

On the day of the attempted rob- 
bery, Boyt said he took the negroes 
picked out for the job in his autemo- 
bile to the vicinity of the bank and 
let them out. He said they had been 
drinking and only one of them was 
armed, 

Besides Alsup and Boyt, two other 
men were questioned in connection 
with the slayings. A negro also was 
arrested after Boyt made his state- 
ment. - 

Since the bankers’ association an- 
nounced its ‘‘dead robber” reward five 
men have been killed. TWo men were 
arrested and charged with framing 
the slaying of two men at Rankin. 
Their cases’ are now pending. 


Anne Will Aid 
Lindy in Flight

LOS ANGELES, April 17.—(/)— 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh's high- 
altitude experimental flight, which 
will start from here in a few days, 
will be the first in which he has car- 
ried an aviation sextant, he said to- 
day, and the first trip for Mrs. Lind- 
bergh, the former Anne Morrow, as an 
aerial navigator. 

The aviator, who, alone and flying 
blind, successfully hopped the Atlantic 
Paris, disclosed that while he did 
not use a sextant on the flight, he is 


} carrying one on the transcontinental 


trip to insure the possibility of con- 
tinuing by celestial navigation if storm 
conditions force him above the clouds. 

“Mrs. Lindbergh has used an avia- 
tion sextant before,” Colonel Lind- 
bergh said. “But on only trial flights. 
She has been studying aerial naviga- 
tion since we came to California last 
January. Her studies have included 
both the technical and practical ends, 
including the ‘shooting’ of the moon 
and stars. 

“Celestial navigation while flying 
is easily accomplished. Only 2 few 
moments are required to take bear- 
ing with the sextant. Altogether it 
requires only three and a half to four 
minutes to make the observations and 
work out the location and direction; 
this, of course, is with the use of 
tables.” 

Colonel Lindbergh, who is making 
the high altitude flight to test speed 
and other possibilities for transport 
planes in the currents above 10,000 
feet, pointed out that conclusive facts 
could not be gathered in one transcon- 
tinental flight. He indicated there 
probably would be other high alti- 
tude flights to follow. 


First American Nurse 


Dies at Age of 89 


BOSTON, April 17.—(#)}—Miss 
Linday A. J. Richards, the first train- 
ed nurse in America and a friend of 
Florence Nightingale, died here today 
at the age of 89. 

Born in Pottsdam, N. Y., July 27, 
1841, she was the first applicant and 
first graduate of the first school of 
nursing in the country, established by 
the New England Hospital for Wom- 
en and Children in September, 1873. 

After work in the Bellevue Hospital 
Training school in New York, she visi- 
ted European hospitals for study, and 
in 1895 went to Japan, to organize 
a nurses’ school. Later she return- 
ed to this country and directed schools 
in various American cities, including 
Kalamazoo, Mich. 

For the past four years she had 
been confined to the Northboro Nur- 
sing school, where she died.

Cyrus S. Eaton may have his back 
against the wall, but he still has two 
strong cards to play. 

One covers those 91,000 shares of 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube  whrh 
were bought after March 22, the last 
transfer date. While the lower court 
has allowed these shares ‘to be voted, 
the Eaton forces hope to appeal the 
decision successfully. It’s a_ point 
never passed upon by the United 
States supreme court. 

Then Harold C. Clark, one of the 
Eaton attorneys, asserts that large 
blocks of stock were bought in order 
to vote the shares for the merger, and 
this he argues is a violation of the 
Clayton and Sherman anti-trust laws.

Years ago, the United States Steel 
Corporation, after merging a number 
of allied corporations, was investigat- 
ed on charges of violating anti-trust 
laws.

State Deficit in 30 Months 


Book Balance of Assets 
and Liabilities Possible 
in 1933.

Georgia will be entirely out of debt, 
with a substantial surplus in her 
treasury, by the end of 1933 as a 


result of the added revenues which | 


will be derived from the Boykin in- 
come tax law, according to figures se- 
cured by The Constitution Thursday. 
This program would anticipate, of 
-ourse, that the appropriations would 
not be increased by the legislature at 
its regular session next summer. 
The audit of the state treasury as 
of January 1, 1930, showed a cash | 
deficit of approximately 
vut against this deficit

due to the state from various sources, 
practically all* of which will be col- 
lected. The audit showed, therefore, 
an actual book deficit of only .$4,000,- 
000 at the beginning of this year. 

Had the income tax law been héld 
unconstitutional the appropriations 
for this year made at the last session 
of the general assembly would have 
been $2,000,000 in excess of the reve- 
nue of the state, thereby adding that 
much to the book deficit, making a 
total of nearly $6,000, 

With the inclusion in this year’s 
revenues, however, of more than $1,- 
000,000 for the income: tax of the 
last quarter of 1929, which will be 
due this spring, the estimated reve- 
nues of the state will be around $12,- 
500,000, with appropriations in the 
neighborhood of $13,100,000, leaving 
the ‘operating expenses 
'for the current year of only about

but the lowest estimate has been on 


mates running above $5,000,000. For 
the purpose of the tabulations pre- 
sented in this summary of the state’s 
prospective financial condition, the 
lowest estimate is used. It is agreed 
that under no condition could the 
figures fall below $4,000,000 per year. 

Also in the case of the sales tax a 
low basis is used, these figures being 
put at $1,500,000, The probability 
is that they will exceed that amount, 
in the estimation of tax experts. at 
the eapitol. 

The state, therefore, will enter 
1931 with an actual book deficit of 
approximately $5,000,000 but will 
during the year receive for the first 
time a full 12 months’ revenue from 
the new income tax law. For that 
year the appropriations will be the 
same as in 1930 but the revenues will 
jump to $15,000, 

The same. situation will exist in 
1932, provided the general assembly 
at its session next summer does not 
increase the appropriations. It is 
probably, however, that a broadening 
of many of the special taxes will be 
undertaken, which would considerably 
increase the revenues of the state. In 
case this gvere done the date of the 
wiping out of the present deficit 
would be advanced. 

Surplus For ,1930. 

Thus it will be seen* that with the 
revenue from the income tax and the 
collection of the nearly $4,000,000 due 
the state on the first of this year, 
the present deficit would be complete- 
ly wiped out in 30 months’ time, with 
all revenues for the latter half of 
1933 being available for a surplus 
fund. 

This surplus fund by the end of 
1984 would be large enough to pay all 
appropriations each year out of the 
actual revenue received, and have as 
a balance the $3,000,000 or $4,000.- 
000 of tax moneys which are payable 
after January 1 

Until such a surplus fund is estab- 
lished, it will not be possible for the 
state to have an actual cash balance 
at the end of each year, on account 
|of the holdover taxes. While the in- 
come tax will permit the wiping out 
of the present deficit by 1933, with 
the books of the state balancing as 
| between assets and liabilities, as rep- 
| resented by appropriations due and 
| holdover taxes, it will be necessary 
for the state to be actually $3,000.- 


actual cash balance can be reachee 
Such a cash balance, however. would 
mean that the state’s hook balance 
would show a surplus of several mil- 
lions.

Say Colleges Not Turning 
Out Good Workers; De- 
fend Freedom.

legal censorship of newspapers and

The report presented by Williams 
urged that schools of journalism be 
made graduate institutions and said it 
was a mistake to push trade school 
subjects into an academic college cur- 
riculum. 


Edward H. Butler, editor and pub- 
lisher of the Buffalo Evening News 
and president of the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Association also 
mentioned schools of journalism. As- 
serting, that one of the important 
problems confronting the newspaper 
industry was to find some method of
